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BIRTHS 


The  birth  and  death  rates  shown  in  this  report  for  the  Llwchwr 
area  for  the  year  1970  are  those  after  adjustment.  The  census  of 
population  of  1961  is  given  as  24,903. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  district  in  1970 
was  hi 9 of  which  211  were  male  and  208  female,  representing  a 
birth  rate  of  17.2  per  thousand  of  the  population.  In  1969  the 
net  total  births  amounted  to  380  with  a birth  rate  of  15.6  per 
thousand  of  the  population;  thus  this  year  there  is  an  increase 
of  39  births. 

The  still  births  numbered  4,  that  is,  1 male  and  3 female, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  9.0  per  thousand  total  live  (and 
still)  births,  as  compared  with  26.0  for  the  year  1969. 

8 male  and  6 female  illegitimate  children  were  registered, 
a proportion  of  33.4  per  thousand  registered  live  births.  The 
rate  for  1969  was  39.5. 

Birth  rate:  The  birth-rate  for  the  Llwchwr  area  is  17.2  and  shoY/3 

an  increase  of  39  compared  with  last  year;  whilst  that  for  the 
Administrative  County  is  l6.6. 
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DEATHS 


The  net  total  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  anountod  to  329  of  which  177  were 
males  and  152  females.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  13.8 
per  thousand  of  the  population  as  compared  with  372  deaths, 
and  a death  rate  of  15.6  per  thousand  of  the  population  in 

1 969.

17  deaths  were  due  to  Pneumonia,  17  due  to  Bronchitis 
and  Emphysema  and  5 from  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system,  which  gives  a total  of  39  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
respiratory  diseases  apart  from  Tuberculosis,  giving  a death 
rate  of  1.5  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  system.  It  is  interesting  to  note  hoxv  this 
past  great  scourge  has  been  tamed. 

Cancer  and  other  forms  of  malignant  diseases  caused 
64  deaths,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  2.46  per 
thousand  of  the  population.

CIRCULATORY  DISEASES., 

In  1968,  the  number  of  deaths  from  circulatory  diseases 
was  183;  in  19 69,  the  number  was  214  and  now  in  1970  it  is  179. 

Circulatory  disease  is  the  great  killer,  and  I am  afraid 
that  we  as  a country  are  just  as  complacent  about  it  as  hitherto. 
I believe  that  the  time  has  come  to  start  a really  good  national 
campaign  to  reduce  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  circulatory 
disease.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

DIPHTHERIA,  No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  this  area  for 
the  past  22*.  years.  The  last  cases  occurred  in  1946,  This  has 
been  due  to  immunisation, 

SCARLET  FEVER 2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  to  my 
department  during  the  year  as  compared  with  3 oases  in  1969. 

PNEUMONIA  AMD  INFLUENZAL  PNEUMONIA,  No  case  of  Pneumonia  was 
notified  during  the  year, 

ERYSIPELAS,  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year, 

POLI 0?JYELITIS . There  was  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  during  the 

year.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being  done. 

The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  department  of 
G-lamorgan  County  Council,  It  is  hoped  eventually  to  combat  this 
disease. 

LJMCr  C/iTOER.,  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  during  the 
year  1970  were  9 compared  to  12  in  1969  and  19  in  1968. 

These  figures  can  be  compared  to  the  deaths  from  respiratory 
tuberculosis  for  the  same  period  which  was  1 in  1979,  4 in  1969 
and  4 in  1968.  Cancer  of  the  lung  is  becoming  a greater  public 
health  problem  than  tuberculosis  of  the  lung. 

In  the  figures  given  for  1970,  8 males  and  1 female  died  from 
cancer  of  the  lung;  in  1969,  12  males  and  in  1968,  18  males  and 
1 female.  Deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  for  the  same  period  were 
1970  1 female,  1969  nil  and  1968  2 male  and  1 female. 


SMOKINU  AND  DISEASE. 

It  is  good  to  note  that  only  8 males  and  1 female  died  from 
cancer  of  the  lung  in  1970  compared  with  12  males  in  1969.  This 
shows  that  either  the  propaganda  against  smoking  is  becoming 
effective  or  that  people  are  becoming  wiser,  or  a combination  of 
both. 


All  drug  addiction  should  be  condemned  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  smoking  is  a drug  addiction  and  as  can  be  seen, 
it  has  a mortality  rate  attached  to  it.  It  can  be  one  of  the 
factors  in  bronchitis,  coronary  heart  disease,  etc. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  the  young  not  to 
become  addicted. 
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DY SENTERY . No  case  of*  I>ysentery  was  notified  during 
the  yea r under  review. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  There  were  3 cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  1 case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified  during  1970  as  compared  with  2 pulmonary  cases 
and  1 non-pulmonary  case  for  the  year  1969. 

FOOD  POISONING-.  No  case  of  food  poisoning  was 
notified  during  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS  CLIM^CS : the  curative  treatment  of 

Tuberculosis  is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  patients  suffering  from  this  disease  attend 
the  Chest  Clinic,  Sketty  Lane,  Swansea. 

HOSPITALS : The  Gorseinon  General  and  Maternity 
Hospital  and  Gamgoch  Hospital  which  are  situated 
in  this  area  are  under  the  control  of  the  Glantawe 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES:  Since  5th  July,  1948,  the 

Glamorgan  County  Council  have  taken  over  the  control 
of  the  ambulance  services  in  the  administrative 
county . 

An  ambulance  station  established  at  ^orseinon 
controls  the  ambulances  and  cars  stationed  at  Reynold- 
ston,  Gowerton,  Pontardulais,  Gwaun-cae-gurwen, 

Cwmllynf ell,  Ystalyf era,  Pontardawe  and  Clydach. 

LA^OMTORY  FACILITIES : Pathological  and  bacteriological 

specimens  are  submitted  to  the  Cardiff  and  County 
Laboratory  and  also  to  the  Cockett  Laboratory,  Swansea.

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Councils  Engineer,  I am  able 
to  give  particulars  of  work  done  by  his  Department  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  sewerage: 

1.  The  Llannant  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  brought 
into  operation,  with  the  result  that  seven  crude  out- 
falls have  now  ceased. 

2.  I 45  yards  of  9"  sewer  have  been  laid  to  serve  the  new 
Gamgoch  Industrial  Development  Site. 

3.  Approximately  330  yards  of  sewer  (partly  4",  partly  6") 
have  been  laid  to  serve  five  properties  in  Velindre  which 
are  situated  within  the  Urban  District.  This  sewer  then 
connects  with  the  recently  laid  Felindre  sewer  of  the 
Pontardawe  R.D.C.  for  treatment  at  their  new  Pelindre 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

A civilization  may  be  judged  by  the  way  in  which  it  treats 
its  weaker  members.  A particularly  vulnerable  section  of  our 
community  is  the  aged.  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  home 
helps,  chiropodists,  general  practitioners,  public  health 
inspectors,  various  societies  and  public  bodies  such  as  the 
Llwchwr  Urban  District  Council  and  Glamorgan  County  Council,  etc. 
help  to  give  a more  tolerable  existence  to  the  aged  than  they 
would  otherwise  get. 

Meals  on  Wheels  provide  a service  which  is  of  value. 

HEALTH  CMTRE 

This  is  now  working  very  well.  I will  not  say  very  muoh 
about  it  as  it  is  obvious  that  it  is  a valuable  asset  to  our  area. 

EARLY  DETECTION  OP  CERVICAL  CANCER 

The  West  Glamorgan  Health  Division  runs  a cervical  cytology 
clinic  at  Gorseinon  on  a Monday  afternoon  of  each  week.  This 
clinic  is  well  attended  and  very  much  appreciated  in  the  area. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

There  are  provided  within  the  urban  area  five  public  conveniences 
which  are  situated  at  Pontardulais,  Lbughor,  Gorseinon,  Gowcrton'cnd 
Kingsbridge.  Each  convenience  is  provided  with  facilities  for  both 
sexes  except  for  Kingsbridge  which  is  an  urinal. 

Problems  from  vandalism  still  remain  and  are  a constant  source 
of  concern.  In  an  effort  to  improve  facilities  to  the  public, 
washing  facilities  and  an  incinerator  were  provided  at  the  Pontardulais 
convenience  which  have  subsequently  been  withdrawn  due  to  the  cost  of 
repair  and  replacement  f oil owing  damage  by  vandals. 

One  full  time  toilet  attendant  is  employed  to  clean  toilets  during 
night  time,  this  being  found  the  most  successful  and  economical, 
method.

Ice-oream  is  a nutritious  food.  It  is  essential 
that  it  should  be  manufactured,  stored  and  sold  under  hygienic 
conditions.  There  is  a great  danger  if  ice-cream  is  made  from 
materials  which  contain  pathogenic  organisms.  What  is  even 
more  dangerous  is  the  actual  introduction  of  organisms  by 
insanitary  methods  of  handling. 

The  number  of -manufacturers,  retailors  and  dealers 
registered  to  sell  ice-cream  in  the  area  on  31st  December,

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  examined  during 
the  year  under  review  numbered  10,241  being  82  more  than  in 
1969. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  meat  inspection  still 
continues  to  be  100^,  but  this  is  only  achieved  by  the 
public  health  inspectors  having  to  work  much  overtime. 

On  the  whole,  the  animals  slaughtered  continue  to  be 
of  good  quality.

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HOUSING- 


The  new  development  at  Brynllwchwr  (West),  Loughor  was 
completed  during  1970  and  provided,  in  total,  a further  0+ 
units  made  up  of  24  three-bedroomed  houses  and  40  two-bed- 
roomed  flats. 

During  1970,  the  remaining  units,  namely,  4 three-bed 
roomed  houses  and  32  two-bedroomed  flats  became  available 
for  letting  on  this  site. 

In  September  of  this  year,  site  works  commenced  at 
Brynllwchwr  (East),  Loughor  which  will  provide  40  two- 
bedroomed  flats  during  the  year  1971. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  by  far  the  majority 
of  applicants  now  on  the  Housing  Register  can  be 
satisfied  by  rehousing  in  two-bedroomed  flats  and  in  the 
light  of  this  fact,  any  future  development  by  the  Authority 
will  concentrate  in  developing  this  type  of  housing  unit. 


CARAVAN  SITES. 


There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  within  the  area. 

The  incidence  of  illegal  siting  of  caravans  within 
the  area  during  19,70  was  again  small,  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  there  is  no  real  problem  in  this  particular 
field. 


ESSENTIAL  WORKERS. 

During  the  year,  great  strides  have  been  made  by 
the  Authority  under  the  Local  Authorities  (Lands)  Act, 

1963  and  the  Industrial  Development  Act,  1966  in  the 
reclaiming  of  derelict  land  and  its  development  for 
new  industry,  and  the  post  of  Development  Officer  has 
been  established. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  land  being  made 
available  there  will  be  a large  increase  of  new  industries 
in  the  area  which  will  require  housing  for  essential 
workers.  This  problem  has  been  anticipated  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  Authority  will  retain  their  past 
record  in  this  field.

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REMOVAL  OF  REFUSE. 


Refuse  collection  has  been  carried  out  in  this  area  by 
direct  labour  since  1950.  The  complement  of  men  at  the  moment 
stands  at: 


As  a result  of  sickness,  one  driver  has  been  off  during 
the  past  twelve  months,  reducing  the  complement  of  drivers  to  two. 

A twice-weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  is  made  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  area,  but  where  new  housing  sites  have  been 
erected,  a policy  of  once-weekly  collection  has  been  introduced. 

A weekly  collection  is  made  in  the  outlying  districts. 

There  are,  at  present,  about  60  houses  with  pail  conveniences; 
these  are  emptied  once  weekly. 

It  is  expected  that  the  figure  of  60  will  be  reduced  by 
the  end  of  1971,  as  a result  of  new  s ewerage  schemes  being  carried 
out.  in  areas  which  have  no  main  sewerage. 

Cesspools  continue  to  increase  where  there  are  no  sewers,  and 
at  the  moment,  there  are.  over  200  in  the  area.  It  is  hoped,  however, 
that  this  figure  will  also  be  reduced,  as  a result  of  new  sewerage 
schemes.  Approximately  18  cesspools  a week  are  emptied. 

The  approximate  quantity  of  refuse  collected  during  1970  was  as 
f ollows:- 


Road  sweepings  are  now  collected  by  the  Highways  Department,  and 
approximately  1,500  tons  was  collected. 

The  nett  expenditure  amounted  to  £4-1, 719  • 


As  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  the  Council’s  rodent  control 
establishment  consists  of  one  full-time  rodent  operator  who  works 
under  the  supervision  of  the  public  health  inspectors.
